The market failed to respond to

It was noted also that, 
even if congress liberalizes the 
laws through which the govern- 
ment participates in private home 
financing, there is still the ques- 
tion of high building material and 
labor costs, as well as state and 
city property taxes, to be consid- 
ered. Recently strong building 
stocks were on the down side. 


Steels and motors weakened at 


the start, but the majority ended 
above their lows. Steel mill oper- 
ations this week showed a decline 
of 1.4 points at 29.6 percent of ca- 
pacity, lowest since December, 
1934. 
Hopes were beld out, 


though, that new orders which 
have been coming in lately may 
soon change the trend.
